themselves from en evil which was imminent, 
and threatened to bring worse evils in its 
train, because of the precedent which it pro 
a to set wp. (Hear, haar.) To be 
orewarned is to be forearmed, and Ireland 
without a well-organised Associad.ion to look 
after its interests would be a prey to Treasury 
tacticiangs and departmental higher officials in 
London, who probably knew little more about 
Ireland than that it was a country that pro- 
duced good beef, good bacon, and the finest of 
fighting men. ihe Chairman nest alluded to 
the Irish secretariat, whose attitude towards 
the Association, he ‘alleged, left much to be 
He trusted that their treatinent of the 
resolution to be submitted on the sulbject would 
tend to strengthen the hands of thse incoming 
Executive, which would have to deal with this 
so-called democratic department in the coming 
year, (Hear, hear.) He was confident that the 
Association would advance the cause they had 
at heart. (Applacee.)
